a Signs ot Neglect. 


Tt was about one oolock in the 
morning when the wail train 
tolled into the Chu-Fou station 
in Southern Shantung. There 
was.no available accommodation 
foe foreigners, and hy the kindness 
af the signallers: [ was allowed 
‘o sleap on.a hard, ‘wooden 
kaa. from which I awoke at 6 
a.m. jt was still pitch dark wheo 
Lelimbed aboard the springless 
Peking cart that awaited mé, and 
for which I paid two collars for 
the round trip from the Chu-Fou 
latation to the city and back, a 

Histance of about 15 /f or six 
' English mites, saya a writer in 
tthe Snurghad Tines. 

This ancient city is the seat of 
the Kung Lin, or great Con- 
fycian boria! ground, which I 
reached atrer a very uncomfort- 
able journey over an atleged 
Chinese road. On reaching the 
west gate in the massive, city 
wall we entered and traversed 
innumerable narrow and dirty 
streets. Anally halting before a 
biz gate set in an enormous 
‘wall, throuzh which we were 
‘able to catch glimpses of hug 
jglazed roofy, such as seen in the 
iwondertal Forbidden City of 
; Peking. 

‘At the main gates one of the re- 
tainers of the temple offered to 
act as cicetone for the considera- 
sion ofa few coppers, and his offer 
of assistance I gladly accepted. 
The first thing that struck me on 
entering was the glory of the 
colours here found and sorpassing 
beauty of the architecture. Al- 
though the beauty of the temple 
and its approaches is unceniabdie, 
ibis a beauty which palls rather 
‘than refreshes. Yet the sacred 
spot is full of interest and attrac- 
tor, dotted here and there with 
redwood trees, the bases of same 
of which are surrounded, with 
marble balustrades, said to have 
survived since the time of Con- 
fucius. 

WONDERFUL COLUMNS. 

The Temple Halls themselves 
ate profuse with wonderfully 
carved marble steps and colomns, 
a striking testimony to the skill 
of some dead and forgotten crafta- 
men. I was at once struck with 
regret tha: the upkeep of this gor- 
geous memorial to Confucius had 
been so shamefully neglected, as 
one muat confess, are most of the 
architectural wonders of this 
countrs. My guide took me 
ithrough an almost interminable 
series of courtyards, each of 
which had to be opened with one 
of the tunch of huge keys that 
hung at his waist. In passing he 
explained tome some of the signts, 
telling me also to whom the build-

He had to get com- 
mercial intelligence for the use of 
men who were dbing business for 
this couptry. 
THE NEW FOLICY. 

He admitted that in pre-war 
days the function of supplying 
commercial intelligance was ra- 
ther a “Cinderella” fonction; 
but there bad been a great im. 
provement since 191%, and to-day 
the deliberate policy of the Con- 
sular service was to put the func- 
tion of commercial intelligence 
right in tha forefront of a Consul’s 
duties. New traditions wera 
springing up in the Consnlar 
service, and new men coming into 
it were trained to look upon com- 
mercial intelligence as first 
among their many duties. 

One of the most difficul: ques- 
tions to answer in connection with 
the Cousular service was the 
question: “Why do we put our 
tradicg interests in the hands of 
foreigners?”  Betore the war 
every full-time member of the 
Consular se vice was 3 British 
subject: but nowadays a Consul 
must not only be a British-born 
subject, but both his parents must 
be British-boro. 

They were always beinz told to 
put business men into the service; 
but be was convinced on financial 
acd practical grounds that what 
they wanted for commercial intel- 
lingence work was not buginess 
experts, but men who had beea 
trained to think of the problems 


.that the business man wanted 


solving. Twoyearsago it was a 
misaractly ill-paid service, but 
aftera severe stroggte they had 
got greatly improved 
pay. 

Referring to the allegation of 
foreigners doing the « of Brit- 
ish Consuls, he said that there 
were spread overthe world abou: 
410 whole-time Consular.officers. 
and this service had had tobe eked 
out by between 200 and 600 un- 
salaned‘'Vice-Consuls. Whenever 
they coald finda British subject, 
pou) foreigner was | taken 
for the unsalaried Consular 
offices, and there was no German 
in the service to-day. It was 
against these unsaleried Consuls 
that al! theseallegations had been 
made, and they bad never been 
made against permarzent British 
full-time Consuls. 

He concluded bis address by 8 
reference to the threat to the 
Consular service by. the Geddes 
Economy Committee, and o 
served that the people who bad 
te say whether the British Con- 
sular service was useful or not 
were the business men. The 
Geddes Committes ought to ask 
the various bodies and organisa- 
tions of commercial men how. 
they viewed the service, and by 
this judgment they should stand 
or fall. .

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CHINA’S LUCK. 


Everybody Seeing It but China. 


It is safe to assume that nearly 
every foreign resident in China is 
now convinced that trom China’s 
point of view the Pacific Confer- 
encain Washington has been a 
marked success. Through the 
good offices of the British and 
American delegatiors many of 
China’s wrongs at the hands of 
Japan have been righted, many 
unexpected concessions and re- 
stitntiancs have been drawn from 
Japan and many substantial— 
because tangible — guarantees 
have been given of the continued 
interest of the Powers in China’s 
integrity, writes Mr. Rodney 
Gilbert to the .V.C. Daily News 
from Peking. 

Perhaps no more substantial 
gusrantce, exists than the present 
unequivocs] attitude of the 
Powers towards the high jinks of 
the Japanese military in Siberia. 
The Shastung settlement em- 
bracing the return of the Customs 
to Chinese control unconditional- 
ly, affording the Chinese an 
opportunity to purchase the 
German interest in the railway 
and to buy all the Japaces2 public 
property in Tsingtao at part cost, 
and to take over al! Germsn 
public propsrty free of charge, 
the end of the Japanese monopoly ; 
apon-Shantuag.c e_stipula. 
tion that extensions of the Shan- 
tang line are to be Gnanced by the 
interdational cunsortiam and not 
by Japan alone—this settlement 
apparently designed to break 
Jepan’s political as well as com- 
mercial hegemony in the province 
of Shantung, is as all-embracing 
as the most 
could desire. 

CHINESE APATHY.

THE “FMRA” IN 
HONGKONG. . 

One of the most interesting 
vessels to visit Hongkong for 
sometime is the Fidra, a» farty- 
four ton sailing yaobt ia which a 
aking a 
two-year voyage round tha world. 
Yosterday aftarnoon the Captain 
was good enough to show a 
Telegraph reporter over the tiny 
vessal and tell him of same of, the 
little craft's adventures... The 
veasal was on tha. slips at Kow- 
loon Dock when the pressman 
went aboard and, asshe was just 
abont to leave for Wanchai Bay, 
he enjoyed a short trip in her, 
crossing the harbour. 

The Fidra was' originally a 
Cowes racing yacht She 
was bnilt st Southampton for 
the Earl of Dunraven in 1596. 
The Fidra is constructed of 
teak, on a stee! frame. Her 
length is 101 feet, beam 18.6 feet, 
she is 4£ tons net and 73 tons 
gross and is fitted with « 60 bop. 
Kelvin auxiliary engine. She 
was purchased in 1919 by Lient 
Sone Tamm, of the RoyslSwedish 
Navy,. (whois at present in com- 
mand of her) and bis brother. 

The yacht was taken to Swederr 
in May 1920, and after being’in 


the hands of tho naval yards” 


there, for the purpose of ‘making 
afew slight alterations, on Sept. 
25th. 1920, the two owners, ac- 
companied by three naval officers 
and another friend, set out onthair 
tour ronnd the world. They took 
with them as crew six Swedish 
naval ratings, one of whom had

Visiting Cowes, the voyagers 
then setssil for Madeira. After 
Madeira they touched at Santa 
Cruz and Teneriffe and-after call- 
ing at ports in Brazil, visited 
Monte Video and Buenos Ayres. 
Ronnding Cape Horn, they mads 
their way along the coast of 
Chile, touched at Easter Islands, 
called’ at Papietiand, visiting the 
Marquesas, went to Honolule ; 
from there toSamos and Fiji and 
on to the New Hebrides. They 
pat in at Yokohama and from 
there came on to Hongkong. 

The most unplessant expericace 
to befell the adventurers 
was during. storm of the 
south coast of Japan, oa Feb. 
7th. That night they encountered 
tha roughest weather they had 
experienced during the. voyage. 
Heavy seas broke over the tiny 
craft's bowa, buffeting her ia all 
directions and tossing her about 
as though she were a cork. The 
decks were continually swash and 
ene gigantic wave swept the 
foc’as’lo hatch away as if it were 
so much mstchwood, cutting it of 
clear atthedeck-—The cutter was 
torn from the davits and harled 
across the saloon skylight and the 
miniature deckhonse was filled 
right up with sea water, but the 
hatch kept ang from getting below 
into the Hving quarters. The 
helmsman wastwice nearly swept 
overboard, and the storm was 50 
severe that it began to get 
doubtful whether the voyagers 
would ever see land again. Oil 
bags were thrown over the side. 
This helped things considerably, 
and, after much anxious battling 
with the elements, the danger 
passed away. ’ 

Another rather unpleasant 
experience was when the veasel 
was jast outside Yokohama and 
collided with a motor boat. The 
bulwark was torn off for some 
distance and the rigging badly 
damaged, and: they had to put 
back to port to get it repaired. 

fo Hongkong the yacht was 
burgled and «a number of 
things stolen. On Monday night 
the officers and craw retired to 
sleep, leaving s Chinese watch- 
man on guard. They were 
awakened about two o'clock by 
a noise on deck.
